thia mouth a yumoar suddenly spread in evory 
direction, that someone had robalied, that robels 
wera marching from, sontawhere to attack -some 
tulaown objective, and in an instant the ooany 
try-side wasia a fovorof oxcitement,. Twonty 
yoarn is too short a time in which to forget the 
oxperionces of 1867, and within a day ar two of the 
dissemination of this mysterious news, froui no one 
agers to know what source,.people bogan moving’ 
toward the district cities to niu protection with- 
in thoir walls. It is impossible to ascertain over. 
how grentan area this took. placa, but carront 
reports indicate that it was general throughout 
the westorn part of ‘the, province, at least along. 
the ling of the great road from Poking to tho 
south, and also eastward to a considerable dis- 
tones, The district cities zoon became’too fall 
to hold any more, so that; it.was difficult or im- 
possible to close the gates. “Tbe magistrates did 
‘all in their power to reassure the peorle, bat the 
panic ones started, nothing could stop it. In 
spite of tho fact that s line of telegraphic. wires 
runs through the provinces from north to south, 
there was no more acourate informatian to 
be had than in the days-of the ‘Tai 
rebollion, Iu one city it is said. that thrue 
hundred’ carts were collected, and the same was 
also tro in others. .The height of tie ramours 
was st the culmination of tha. wheat harvest, a 
period at. which the roral mint is generally in- 
‘capable of taking in extraneous ideas of any kind 
whataver. Yet such was tho provolent torror, 
that in multitudes of casos, thie most valuable of 
crops, was ‘literelly. abandoned to any ona who 
chore to cut it, the owners taking thourht of 
their own safety: only. ‘Ag is common in such 
instances; tho people flooked to the pawa-shops
